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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The response filed on 09 July 2008, applicant 
alleges that it is not clear what the first receiver is and that access is not prevented as claimed. For clarification purposes, Bandini 
discloses a relay (46) as the first receiver (E1 ). Bandini also discloses that the spam database/ message store database (37 & 38) as the 
undesirable receiving device (UNE). Bandini also discloses that an administrator (found in [0021], [0035], and [0038]) as the second set-up 
user account (E2). 

From claim 26, applicant claims that the frist receiver (E1) is set up in order that the undeisrable receiving device (UNE) can only be 
accesed be a second receiver (E2), which is a second set-up user account in the communications service. As cited on the final office 
action mailed 04/15/2008, Bandini discloses in [0021] that when a comparison score is beyond the SPAM threshold level, the result is a 
SPAM indication and are preferably blocked and used to update data in the SPAM database. When the comparison is higher than the 
borderline threshold level but lower than the SPAM threshold level, the result is a borderline inidcation and additional evaluation is required 
to determine whether the e-mail is a SPAM message. Borderline messages are quarantined in the Message Store database and are 
subject to further examination typically by an administrator. Borderline messages are not sent to the user, but are routed to another 
database that is quaratined in which by definition is a state of isolation. In this case, the administrator is the second set-up user account 
(E2). Only the administrator is allowed to view the borderline messages and further examine whether or not they are clean or SPAM 
messages. Hence, the database where the undesirable messages are stored, can only be accessed by an administrator. As stated by 
Bandini in [0038], borderlines messages are processed by an administrator. It is then when the administrator decides if user (E1 ) gets 
access to the e-mail. 
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
